The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was 
presented,  ordered  to  be  read  at  the  Anniversaiy 
Meeting,  and  referred  to  the  Board  for  publication. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  proceed  to  the  election 
of  Officers  and  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year.

Report  of  the  Society,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
appended. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  H.  Paddock,  D.  1).,  of  the  .Diocese  of  Long 
Island,  from  the  text :  Holding  forth  the  word  of 
life.”  Philippians,  Ch.  2,  v.  16. 

A  collection  was  taken  up,  amounting  to  ^175.92, 
and  the  Society  adjourned.

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THE  THIRTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


BISHOP  WHITE  PRAYER  BOOK  SOCIETY. 


The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Bishop  White 
Prayer  Book  Society  appear  before  you  this  evening 
with  a  report  that  they  are  almost  ashamed  to  present. 

Ashamed  ! — not  for  themselves ,  because  they  have 
done  what  they  could  to  reach  the  ears,  and  move  the 
hearts  of  their  friends  in  behalf  of  the  Society.  But, 
for  others,  from  whom  they  think  they  had  a  right  to 
expect  more  active  sympathy  and  aid  than  this  report 
will  show — for  those  beyond  the  limits  of  our  own 
city,  who  have  received  largely  of  our  benefactions, 
while  they  have  contributed  to  our  funds  an  amount 
so  utterly  insignificant ,  that  we  hesitate  in  writing  it. 

Had  there  not  been,  providentially,  at  hand  some 
money  that  we  could  honestly  use,  we  must  have  con¬ 
tracted  our  distribution  fully  one-half,  or  found  our¬ 
selves  in  debt  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Treasurer’s  Deport  shows  the  receipts  for  the 
past  year  to  have  been  from  collection  at  the  last 
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annual  meeting  and  contributions  from  churches  and 
individuals  in  the  City  of  Philad’a.  .  .  $1,053  72

There  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  on 
the  1st  of  October,  1870,  $599.33;  $450  of  which 
was  from  a  legacy  to  the  Society  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Gumbes,  received  at  the  close  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

During  the  year  just  closed  we  have  received  a 
legacy  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Harriet  Miller,  a 
colored  woman,  $500.00;  and,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  executor  of  the  late  Thos.  M.  Clark,  the  Treas¬ 
urer  has  been  permitted  to  anticipate  a  part  of  a 
legacy  from  that  estate,  $400.00 — thus  enabling  him 
to  pay  our  publishers  for  the  books  distributed,  and 
leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  about  sufficient  to  pay 
for  books  ordered  since  his  accounts  were  closed. 

We  thus  start  upon  our  new  year  free  from  debt, 
thanks  to  a  kind  Providence  who  has  put  into  the 
hearts  of  His  servants  the  will  to  furnish  the  means 
to  that  end. 

A  glance  at  the  figures  just  read,  however,  will 
show  the  condition  in  which  we  would  have  been 
placed,  but  for  these  providential  supplies  in  the 
shape  of  legacies,  upon  which  of  course  Ave  cannot  rely 
for  the  future. 
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Our  distribution  has  been  to  all  who  ask,  in  twenty- 
three  dioceses,  while  from  those  outside  of  our  own  we 
have  received  contributions  from  only  three ,  and  in  the 
aggregate  only  $20, — and  while  the  larger  part  of  the 
books  distributed  in  Pennsylvania  have  gone  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  city,  the  parishes  in  the  State  outside 
of  the  city  have  contributed  only  $107. 

We  are  quite  aware  that  these  words  will  be  heard 
only  by  those  who  have  given  the  most  generously  and 
received  but  little  in  return ;  yet  we  feel  bound  thus 
to  present  the  facts,  hoping  that  by  some  means  they 
may  reach  the  ears  or  the  eye  of  those  who  have  thus 
neglected  us.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  society 
have  we  received  so  little  from  abroad. 

The  Board  of  Managers  do  not  feel  justified  in 
spending  all  the  money  received  from  legacies  upon 
the  free  distribution  of  books,  because  it  will  be  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary  at  an  early  day  to  procure  a  new 
edition  of  the  Prayer  Book.  The  plates  now  used  are 
nearly  worn  out,  and  we  have  waited  to  see  what  the 
General  Convention  would  do  in  regard  to  the  psalms 
and  hymns,  before  venturing  upon  that  undertaking ; 
but  it  must  be  done  very  soon. 

The  distribution  of  the  year  now  closed,  was,  Ave  are 
happy  to  say,  much  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous 
year,  about  thirty  per  cent.,  but  that  is  not  all — in 
the  last  annual  report  it  Avas  stated  that  “an  earnest 
appeal  had  been  received  from  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Cook, 
through  Mr.  Wm.  Welsh,  for  aid  in  publishing  an 
edition  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  the  Yankton  dialect  of 
the  Dakota  language.” 
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The  book  could  not  be  published  here;  it  could 
only  be  done  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  themselves.  To  that  end  the  Board  appro¬ 
priated  the  sum  of  $150,  which  was  deemed  sufficient 
to  cover  the  cost. 

We  have,  therefore,  the  great  satisfaction  of  report¬ 
ing  to  the  Society  that  not  only  to  our  own  people, 
and  in  our  own  tongue,  have  we  afforded  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  the  worship  of  the  Church,  but  that  far  off 
and  oppressed  people  are  like  partakers  of  the  blessing 
through  our  instrumentality.  A  single  paragraph 
from  the  address  of  Bishop  Clarkson,  at  the  great 
missionary  meeting  in  Baltimore,  will  illustrate  the 
magnitude  of  that  blessing. 

In  speaking  of  these  Indians  he  said : 

“We  have  there  now  eight  clergy ;  five  of  those  are 
native  Indians,  ordained  within  a  few  years  past ; 
we  have  three  white  clergy ;  we  have  three  mission 
houses ;  we  have  over  400  communicants;  we  have  the 
Prayer  Book  translated  into  their  own  language,  ar.d 
used  Sunday  by  Sunday  with  as  much  heartiness,  and 
with  as  much  apparent  apprehension  as  by  this  congre¬ 
gation,  or  any  congregation  in  the  land.  Oh !  how  I 
wish  that  you  could,  on  some  beautiful  Sunday,  hear 
ringing  out  in  their  own  tongue,  there  by  that  vast 
congregation,  “  Greenland’s  icy  mountains,”  and 

“  Just  as  I  am,  •without  one  plea, 

Save  that  thy  blood  was  shed  for  me.” 

It  will  be  remembered  also,  that  in  1867-8,  this 
society  published,  under  the  supervision  of  Bishop 
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Payne,  an  edition  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  the  Grebo 
language,  which  is  now  used  by  the  church  in  Africa. 

Thus  to  two  of  the  most  oppressed  and  degraded 
people  on  the  earth,  we  have  given  the  blessing  and 
comfort  of  our  Liturgy. 

Had  we  accomplished  nothing  more  than  this,  it 
would  amply  repay  all  that  the  church  has  expended 
for  the  society. 

The  Managers  have  but  little  more  to  say.  To 
eulogize  the  Prayer  Book ;  to  tell  of  the  constant  de¬ 
mand  for  it,  or  of  the  absolute  need  of  it  throughout 
the  whole  of  our  vast  country,  would  be  but  a  repeti¬ 
tion  of  what  has  been  better  said  over  and  again,  and 
what  the  members  of  the  society  perfectly  understand. 

The  outlying  Dioceses  seem  to  have  forgotten  that 
money  is  required  to  pay  for  our  books,  although  the 
record  of  the  past  year  shows  that  they  have  not  for¬ 
gotten  where  to  get  them  when  wanted  for  their  own 
use.  Nevertheless,  we  cannot  refuse  when  so  wide  a 
field  opens  before  us  for  the  free  distribution  of  our 
Liturgy.  The  Indians,  now  learning  our  language 
and  conforming  to  our  civilization ;  the  colored  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  South,  scattered  by  the  late  war,  forsaken 
by  their  old  protectors,  and  not  yet  cared  for  by  the 
church ;  our  missionary  Bishops  in  their  vast  fields  ; 
the  missionaries  and  pastors  in  their  isolated  places, 
surrounded  by  those  unacquainted  with  the  church 
service,  all  want  and  ought  to  have  the  Prayer  Book. 

This  society,  honored,  as  it  is  throughout  the  whole 
country,  should  have  the  ability,  not  only  to  meet 
every  demand  made  upon  it,  but  to  seek  opportunities 
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to  place  its  books  wherever  they  will  be  used,  and  to 
distribute  them  with  a  generous  and  unstinted  hand. 

The  Board  of  Managers  do  not  speak  extravagantly 
in  saying  that  there  is  scarce  any  limit  to  the  number 
of  copies  that  might  be  distributed  judiciously. 

The  Bishop  of  Oregon  wants  now  500  copies.  He 
may  not  ask  the  whole  number  from  us,  but  must  get 
them  somewhere.  The  other  missionary  Bishops  will 
each  require  quite  as  many.  Add  to  this  the  demand 
that  ought  to  come,  and  probably  will  'come,  from 
missionaries,  pastors  and  lay  readers  throughout  this 
broad  land,  and  you  can  measure  the  opportunities  for 
good  that  lie  before  us. 

What  we  shall  do,  therefore,  in  this  respect,  is 
a  question  solely  depending  for  solution  upon  the 
amount  of  money  placed  at  our  disposal.
